1. (Currently Amended) An nttnnhirnint nynt e m A conversi on pad for attaching an abrasive 
article to [[a]] ih« hack-u p pad of a s anding tool, said attachment nyotom conversion pad having 
an attachment system comprising a first major surface including an attachment region with 
attachment material for attachment with an associated mating surface, and a non-attachment 
region along at least a portion of an edge of said first major surface for forming an attachment 
with the associated mating surface that is weaker then the attachment between the attachment 
region and the associated mating surface, whereby a user can grasp a portion of the abrasive 
article adjacent the non-attachment region and thereby separate the abrasive article from the first 
major surface. 

2. (Currently Amended) An attnohmont system A conversion pad as defined in claim 1 , wherein 
said attachment system comprises a first major surface of [[a]] said conversion pad, said 
conversion pad having a second major surface opposite said first major surface adapted to engage 
the sanding tool. 

3. (Currently Amended) A n attachm e nt syst e m A^conwrsiojrpad as defined in claim 1, wherein 
said associated mating surface comprises a first major surface of the abrasive article, said 
abrasive article having a second major surface opposite said first major surface including 
abrasive for abrading a work surface. 

4. (Currently Amended) An attachm e nt -system A conversion pad as defined in claim 3, wherein 
said « <t™t.immt reoion comprises a centr ally located region ofjKudJirjLU^ 
non-allachment region comprises a continuous edge region extending around the entire perimeter 
of said first major surface. 
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5. (Currently Amended) An attaohmom oynlom A^nvejrsion_Ead as defined in claim 4, wherein 
said attachment surface comprises a plurality of mechanical fastening elements. 

6. (Currently Amended) nnnnhmnn t^teffl A conversion oad as defined in claim 5, wherein 
said mechanical fastening elements ©emprises comprise hook-type fastening elements. 

7. (Currently Amended) Att- attaohmont oynlom A conversion oad as defined in claim 4, wherein 
said fesi-major aurfaoe atta chment reuion i s acircular repion covering a majority of said first 
maior surface and said non-attachment region comprises an annular region extending around the 
entire perimeter of said first major surface. 

8. (Currently Amended) Ati-atteehmont oyst e m A conversion pad as defined in claim 1, wherein 
said non-attachment region includes fastening elements that have been altered to inhibit 
attachment of said fastening elements with said associated mating surface. 

9. (Cun-ently Amended) An attachment system AcpnwrsiojLpad as defined in claim 8, wherein 
said fastening elements have been bent to prevent attachment of the fastening elements with said 
associated mating surface. 

10. (Currently Amended) An attoohmont s ystem A conversiopjaad as defined in claim 8, 
wherein said non-attachment region includes a coating material applied to said fastening 
elements to inhibit attachment of the fastening elements with an associated mating surface. 

1 1 . (Currently Amended) An attachm e n t-system A conversion pad as defined in claim 10, 
wherein said coating material is a sheet of material applied to the terminal ends of said fastening 
elements, thereby covering said fastening elements and preventing said fastening elements from 
attaching to an associated attachment surface. 

12. (Cunently Amended) Aji u ttaohmont oyotem A conversion pad as defined in claim 10, 
wherein said coating material is a hardenable liquid applied to fill the open space around said 
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fastening elements, thereby preventing said fastening elements from attaching to an associated 
attachment surface. 

1 3. (Currently Amended) An attachm e nt oyotom A conversion pad as defined in claim 1, 
wherein said non-attachment region is free of attachment material. 

14. (Currently Amended) An attachment oy o t e m A conversion pad as defined in claim 1 , 
wherein said attachment region and said non-attachment region are co-planar. 

15. (Currently Amended) A n »y ft tflm A con version pad as defined in claim 1, 
wherein the conversion pad and the abrasive article have substantially the same profile and have 
aligned outer edges. 

16. (Original) A conversion pad as defined in claim 1 , wherein said attachment material 
comprises adhesive.

28. (Original) A conversion pad for attaching an abrasive article to a back-up pad, said 
conversion pad comprising a pad having first and second opposed major surfaces, said first major 
surface being adapted for engagement with the back-up pad and said second major surface 
including an attachment surface including attachment material for attaching said conversion pad 
with the abrasive article and a non-attachment surface along at least a portion of an edge region 
of said second surface, thereby to allow a user to grasp the abrasive article and separate the 
abrasive article from the conversion pad. 

29. (Original) A conversion pad as defined in claim 28, wherein said non-attachment region 
comprises a continuous edge region extending along the entire perimeter of said second surface. 
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30. (Original) A conversion pad as defined in claim 28, wherein said attachment surface 
comprises a plurality of mechanical fastening elements. 

31 . (Currently Amended ) A conversion pad as defined in claim 30, wherein said mechanical 
fastening elements o omprisos comprise hook-type fastening elements, 

32. (Original) A conversion pad as defined in claim 31, wherein said conversion pad is circular 
and said non-attachment region comprises an annular region extending along the entire perimeter 
of said second surface. 

33. (Original) A conversion pad as defined in claim 32, wherein said non-attachment region 
includes fastening elements that have been altered to inhibit attachment of the conversion pad 
with the abrasive pad. 

34. (Original) A conversion pad as defined in claim 33, wherein the conversion pad and (he 
abrasive article have substantially the same profile and have aligned outer edges.

37, (Currently Amended) An abrading tool including a back-up pad, a conversion pad 
connected with the back-up pad, and an abrasive article connected with the conversion pad, 
wherein the back-up pad, the conversion nad and the abrasive article have substan t ially the same 
profile and have aligned outer edges, and further wherein the conversion pad comprises a-pad 
having first and second opposed major surfaces, sate-fi r s t major surfaoo including abra s iv e for 
a brading a work surfac e and said second major surface including an attachment sw&ee region 
including attachment material for attaching said conversion pad with the abrasive article and a 
non-attachment sarfeee region along at least a portion of an edge region of said second surface, 
thereby to allow a user to grasp the abrasive article and thereby separate the abrasive article from 
the conversion pad.
